Englishman Abused Him. 

The Englishman suspect arose in the 
Rev. Mr. Kayser’s church six months ago 
and before the members of his congrega- 
tion sybjected him to a tirade of abuse 
and threats. He followed this up by go- 
ing to the parsonage and attempting to 
administer a thrashing. The belligerent 
pastor was physically more than a match 
for him, however. 

Until late tonight Chief of Police 
Heintz of Gary was unable to ascertain 
the Englishman’s name. As soon as it 
had “been placed in his hands he an- 
nounced he would question the man as 
soon as he can be found. 


Other Theories Abandoned. 
Two other theories advanced earlier in 
the day have practically been abandoned. 
One touched upon a woman and the other

Outspoken in Race Ha 

There are many reasons why race prej-

ities may have led to the crime. The 
preacher was outspoken im his hatred of 
the allies, and even of Americans who 
failed to favor the German cause. He 
wags president of the German Alliance. 

He had founded the Bavarian and 
Saxon colony in Tolleston and presided 
over it with the czar-like power of a 
Dowie... His vitriolic pen was busy turn- 
ing out editorials and public letters fling- 
ing threats and billingsgate at the ene- 
mies of the kalser either here or abroad. 
It was even rumored among the large 
Slav and Lithuanian population that he 
wes a German spy, and in a community 
where factories and steel mills are turn- 
ing out instruments of war of every de- 
scription these rumors intensified the 
batred for the fighting autocratic pastor. 

Rejects Woman Theory. 

Chief Heintz emerged from his private 
office at midnight after he had examined 
a score of persons in connection with the 
slaying of Father Kayser.

Bennett Cables Great: Story 
- of Kaiser’s Speech to Victors 


Tremendous Spectacle Before Smok- 
ing Ruins of. Russia’s Fallen 
ane

NOVO GEORGIEVSK, Aug. 20.—[By military courier to Warsaw and 


Berlin. }—Some TRIBUNE readers may remember that last autumn the writer 
had the good fortune to be able to give 
them a detailed picture of the German 
emperor at church with his troops. Luck 
stays with me, and I can now give you a 
description of the emperor on the battle-1 
tield, 

At church he was grave, intent, mo- 
tionless. On the victorious field of Novo 
treorgievek he was buoyant, active, jo- 
vial, and simple. He stood leaning 
slightly on an old fashioned, curved han- 
died cane of bright yellow wood [a cane 
that may have cost as much as $1], and 
he spoke to the soldiers with the simple 
heartiness of a brother in arma. 

In the last year I have seen many a 
bitter sight and many a splenlid one, but 
this afternoon brought the supreme thrill 
of them all, for it brought to me a view 
of what is at once the stateliest and most 
austere of ceremonials—that of the kai-|* 


enormous in its extent and overwhelming 
in its pictorial value. 

Some master of ceremonies with a 
genius for setting the stage must have 
selected the location for the ceremonies 
of this heroic day. The resplendent 
pageantry of war was unfolded againsta 
background of most frightful desolation. 

There was seen the glare from the ex- 
ploding powder vaults in the ordnance 
depot of the fortress of Novo Georgievek 
and the smoke of the burning villages 


shimmered and rolled against a sky that was heavy with rain clouds. 

The troops that the emperor was to greet and thank were massed on one of 
the grandest stretches of the great Warsaw plain. For leagues around the ground 
was treeless and swept in soft undulations toward the dark distant lines of forest 
and ravine. A broad highway, along which thousands of Russian prisoners were 
marching, skirted the scene of the kaiser parade. 

A little after 1 o'clock the mouse colored lines came streaming up to the 
summit of the plain from the woods and formed lines that made miles of long 
vistas of bayonets and shrouded helmets, and behind them were squadrons of 


hussars. 


: WAILING OF BUGLES HEARD. 
Throughout the formation the wailing of bugles drifted from fogest to 


forest, from village to village, and from fort to fort. The horses of the uhlans 
responded to that wailing with ecstatic neighing, and the long, hoarse cries of 
command blended with the bugle notes. 

A horseman dashed from the center of the field to the highway and spoke 
some words there, and instantly the clamor of soldiers who were dragging the 
captured Russian cannon out of the mire with eight horse teams was stilled. 

A silence absolutely churchlike began to envelop the plain, and the only 
sound was the snapping of the pennants in the summer breeze. The men talked 
in whispers, not because an imperial ceremony was shaping but because the vast- 
ness and beauty of the picture made loquacity an impertinence. 

But there were moments in the slow cotrdinating of certain gigantic details 
of the picture that compelled whispered admiration of even the men who hated 
themselves for uttering banalities in the fac> of a big proposition. 


NEW FORMATION IS STARTED. 


There was a cry of command, then a scuffling of many feet that was hardly 
more than a soft brushing sound. It rose to a rustle and became a trampling, 
then a great rumble and a roar. 

It made the plain tremble as battalion after battalion swung themselves into 
new formations, and behold! a vast hollow square lined with rank upon rank of 
gray bed in a twinkling been formed. 

The swiftness and precision of the movement and the effect created by the 
acres and acres of bayonets bristling against the sodden sky Was staggering. 
Men whispered more to themselves than to one another and with a pause at 
every syllable of the words, “ Donnerwetter, ist es nicht wundeschoen!” 

It was like having one of Adolff Menzel’s glorious Frederick the Great pic- 
tures touched to life and then stepping into the middle of it. 


| GRAY LINES BECOME RIGID. 
The dark gray lines became rigid. A man clad im gray stood iu the middle 


of the hollow square. The ground around him was strewn with cartridges, belts, 
and such like discarded equipment. Before him the rolling smoke of Novo Georg- 
ievsk, behind him the afternoon sua showed pale through the west clouds. 

To his left rose the parapet of fort No. 16, letter A, of the outer works of 
Novo Georgievsk fortifications, its bowllike interior strewn with Russian cannon. 
To his right was fort No. 16, letter B, of this chain of defenses. In front of him 
was an intermediate fort that was taken by stotm the day before yesterday... Its 
parapet was thickly strewn with bits of riftes the Russians had had time to burn 
or to break before surrender or death. 

‘The man’s spiked helmet was the central point of the mighty picture. The 
only touch of bright color in it was provided when the wind blew back the scarlet 
lining of his long gray overcoat. He wore reddish brown gloves. His revolver 
holster hung from a belt of brown leather. 

The man was the German emperor. 

Beyond doubt he was this afternoon the happiest man in Europe. 


- RUSSIAN LOSE LAST FOOTHOLD. 

Von Beseler, the battering ram of Antwerp and now of Novo Georgievsk, 
last night swept the Russians from their last foothold in Poland. The victory 
was of tremendous significance. It meant that now the Vistula was open 
from flank to flank of the mighty German offensive against Russia.

U.S. SHAMED

Theodore Roosevelt, former president of 

the United States, enapped out these 
words tonight at a crowd at the military 
instruction camp durihg a speech in which 
he censured the administration for its 
attitude in the European situation and 
strongly urged preparedness for war. 
As he paused after uttering the sen- 
tence his audience, consieting of about 
1,200 members of the camp and more 
than 2,000 other persons, burst into wild 
and prolonged applause. 


Warns of Unpreparedness. 


“The surest way for a nation to invite 


armed,” the former president said at an- 
Other time in speaking of preparedness. 

In a statement made at thefrailway sta- 
tion shortly before leaving for New York 
Col. Roosevelt defended his criticism of } 
of the administration's course In the pres- 
ent situation. | 

“T wish to make dne comment on the 
statement so frequently made that we 
must stand by the president,” he said. ‘I 
heartily subscribe to this on condition, 
and only on condition, that it is followed 
by the statement, ‘So long as the pres!- 
dent stands by the country.’ ” 


Reads by Lantern’s Light. 

Col. Roosevelt started to speak shortly 
before dark. He was introduced by Maj. 
Gen. Leonard Wood. Before the colonel 
was fairly launched on his address it be- 
came too dark for him to see his manu- 
ecript, and a lantefn was brought for 
him to read by. Several times he di- 
greased from his written address, 

* No man is fitted,”’ he said once, look- 
ing away from the printed page, ‘‘ to be 
the citizen of a free coutry unless he is 
willing to defend that country,’’ and loud 
applause followed. _ 

He urged compulsory military training, 
declaring he would put “peace pol- 
troons”’ to digging trenches and kitchen 
sinks.”” He decried “* German brutality,” 
and referred to “ the murder of women 
and children at sea.” 


Sees Hour of Peril. 

Munition makers who refused to make 
shipments to aid the allies should be put, 
he said; on a “roll of dishonor.” He 
added that they should be encouraged “ go 
that we may be able to hold ourown when 
the hour of peril comes to us in ourturn.” 

His speech follows In part: 

‘Free citizens should be allowed to do 
their own fighting. The professional paci- 
ficist is as much out of place in a democ- 
racy as is the poltroon hi f; and he 
is no better citizen than the poltroon. 

“Probably no body of citizene in the 
United States during the last five years 
have wrought so efficiently for national 
decadence and international degradation 
as the professional pacificists, the peace 
at any price men, who have tried to teach 
our people that silly, all inclusive arbitra- 
ition treaties and the utterance of fatuous 
platitudes at peace congresses are sub- 
stitutes for adequate military prepared- 
ness. |

Widow and Children Arrive. 

Mrs. Kayser, widow of the pastor, with 
her three little children and her father, 
the Rev. Hugo Koch of Urbana, I)l., ar- 
rived tonight. Mrs. Kayser seemed to 
be in a daze and could make no statement 
to Chief Heintz. She was accompanied 
by several Germans from Chicago, Ches- 
‘terton, Michigan City, and Gary. None 
of them would make any statement re- 
garding the case or the possible motive, 
Interpreters said one of them said the 
European war was the cause, The fact 
that Father Kayser had been outspoken 
caused his death, one said. ; 

“T can't say anything,” Mrs, Kayser 
said to questions from reporters. Al- 
though she apparently was suffering 
from the shock, she went to the morgue 
and viewed the bedy and then departed 
for Michigan City with several of the 
men Who came with her. 

Her story when she tells it probably 
will throw some’ light on the mystery. 
She did not’ go to the residence where 
she has lived “for the last six years, but

Three Men Seen. 

The police were furnished a description 
of three men by Ernest Harms, a jitney 
bus driver, who passed the Kayser resi- 
dence a few minutes after he had been 
killed. | : 

“I: was driving a party out to Twenty- 
first avenue and Johnson sfreet,’’ Harms 
told a reporter for THe TRIBUNE, “ and 
passed directly south of Kayser’s house.

Menacing Letter Received. 
They support this theory by threatening

The last theory of the police, and one 
which has been almost abandoned tonight. 
was a story connecting,the pastor's name 
with that of a woman.

She is the wife of Her- 
man Krause. The Krause family belongs

This study, Which might also have been 
used as the living room of the German 
style residence built to the pastor's de- 
sign, was well.stocked with books, writ- 
ten by widely known American, English, 
and German authors on the subjects of 
religion, science,: and philosophy. Ed- 
mund Spencer, Schopenhauer, Bismarck, 
Munsterberg, Carlyle, and writers on 
similar subjects seemed to delight the 
German pastor with their discourses. 

A leather cushioned rocker was the 
Rev. Mr. Kayeer’a favorite chair and the 
course of the bullets show he was still 
sitting in the chair when the first shot was 
fired at him. All the shots were fired 
from the interior of the residence. At 
firat the police were inclined to the theory 
thatthe first_shot was fired from the 
street in front of the house through the 
window and curtain. ;

The glass 
from the window was carried outward 
and the broken strands of the curtain 
were turned outward, which could not 
have been possible if the bullet had come 
through the window from the street. 

There are four bullet holes in the house. 
including the one which went through the 
window. One pierced the upper pert of 
an upright piano, which stood across the 
room from where the pastor was sitting. 
Another struck the brick mantel piece 
and glaheed through a door at the oppo- 
site side of the room from where the 
rocker stands. The direction which it 
was going indicates that it was fired from 
about the same position ag the one that 
went through the piano. 


_ . Another Through Door.. 

Still another penetrated the door at the 
side of the pastor. Fron? its direction 
the police believe that it was fired while 
the struggle was on, and the aim of the 
assailants had been deflected by the 
struggling preacher. 

Two bullets struck his body. One went 
in the right shoulder and is too far around 
to have been fired by the pastor himself. 
The other bullet, which was the deadly 
wound, penetrated the neck and ranged 
downward through the lungs. The Rev. 
Kayser was a strong man. He was ath- 
letic, and the police believe he grappled 
with bis assailants after hoping to worst 
them in a free for all fight as he did six 
months ago, when a strange Englishman 
undertook to thrash the parson in his 
residence, 

In some manner, which is not easily ac- 
counted for, the lace curtains which hung 
over a window near the’! door through 
which the assailants entered, were torn 
off. They were found bound about the 
throat of the minister when the body was 
picked up by the coroner. 

One theory is that the men who at- 
tacked him used the curtains to gag Kay- 
ser when he yelled following te firing 
of the first shots. ; ; 


Races to Street. 

In the struggle Kayser broke the grip 
of his pursuers, raced through the din- 
ing room of the residence, through a hall 
into the kitchen and then out of the back 
door.

Many today pointed to the trade de- 
sires of the pastor as the cause of his 
downfall and death. Not all the Ger- 
mans who came to Gary and joined the 
church were Bavarians. In fact, a large 
number of them were Saxons who came 
from Saxony to work in the industrial 
plants of Gary. 

Rumors of friction between the Saxons 
and Bavariens were current in Gary 
today and an investigation revealed the 
fact that a schism in the church was immi- 
nent. The church, by taxing the mem- 
bers, had acquired considerable money. 
The Saxons, organized into a society, 
wanted to use this money to bulld'‘a 
hall where they might have lodge meet- 
ings, dances, and turnfests. Parson 
Kayser opposed that plan, stating to the 
advocates that he wanted to put the 
money into improvements for the church

ple rapidity through a section of Lake 
county in the last few days. 

Strict state and federal quarantines 
have been established in the stricken 
territory. Armed guards are patroling the 
Milwaukee road, which is closed to all 
traffic, They are under orders to stop all 
persons and to shoot stray cats, dogs, and 
chickens on sight. The famous Liberty- 
ville fair, which is scheduled to be held 
in September, may be called off and evam 
if it is held no cattle, sheep, or hogs will 
be exhibited. 


Loss Fixed at $15,000. 

The stock loss s0 far is estimated at 
$15,000. Sixteen herds of cattle, number- 
ing 262 head, are now under quarantine 
as well as large herds of hogs. Twenty- 
tive head of cattle and about seventy-five 
hogs were slain yesterday, and laborers 
have been hired from Chicago to aid in 
the slaughter, which will assume larger 
proportions today. 

Among the large farms contiguous to 
“Vernon which are menaced are those of 
Samuel Inseull, J. Ogden Armour, Arthur 
Meeker, and John R. Thompson at 
Shields, Deerfield, and Libertyville. The 
farm of W. M. Wright, president of the 
Calumet Baking Powder company, al- 
ready has been quarantined. The Joseph 
Cudahy estate at Vernon also lifes within 
the stricken area. 


Cards Give Warning. 
Hundreds of cards bearing the follow- 
ing. notice have been posted in Vernon:

ATTACKS INDIIGRATION. 


Denunciation of the Rockefeller aha | 
other foundations as “a menac¢ to the 
welfare,” demand for more 
stringent immigration laws, recommenda- 
tion that private interstate commerce 
traffic in cannon and gatling guns be pro- 
hibited and that all police working in 
strikes be employed by the state, are 
leading features of the third ard final 
section of the staff report of the federal 
commission on industrial relations made 
public today. 

The report, which was prepared under 
the direction of Basil M. Manly, director 
of research and investigation for the com- 
mission, aims at the foundations by urg- 
ing congress to enact a statute providing 
that all incorporated profit making dodies, 
whose present charters empower them 
to perform more than one specific func- 
tion and whose funds exceed $100,000,000 
be compelled to secure a federal charter. 

Evidence in support of the statement 
that the lives of millions of wage éarners 
‘are subject to the dictation of a@ rela- 
tively small number of 7, is aT at 
length. 


Alleges Wide Biplonage. 

The following allegations are made as 
Statements of fact based on the testi- 
mony and evidence in’the hands of the 
commission. 

Except, perhaps, for improvements in safety 
and sanitation, the labor conditions of corpora- 
tion controlled industries are subject to grave 
criticism and ate @ menace to the welfare of 
the nation. 

In order to prevent the organisation of em- 
ployés for the improvement of working condl- 
tions, elaborate systems of espionage are main- 
tained by the larger corporations which refuse 
to deal with labor unions, and employés sus- 
pected of union affiliation are discharged, 

The domination by the men in whose hands 
the final control of a large part of American 
industry rests i¢ not limited te their empioyés. 
but is being rapidly extended to contro! the 
education and “ social service " of the nation. 

This control is being extended largely through 
the creation of ehormous privately managed 
funds for indefinite purposes, hereinafter desig - 
nated “ foundations,” by the endowment of 
poolleges and universities, by the cfeation of 

funds for the pensioning of teachers, by con- 

tributions to private charities, as ‘well as 
through controlling or influencing the public 
press, 
Mr. Rockefeller is charged with plan- 
ning to utilize literature which was known 
to him at the time to be untrue ahd mis- 
leading in a so-called * ‘ginion-educational 
campaign.’ 

There is developing, says the report, a 
degree of control over the teaching of 
professors in our colleges and unhiversi- 
ties, which constitutes a most serious 


menace.

“ The enactment of legislation providing 
that within six months from the time of 
entry all immigrants shall be required, 
under penalty of deportation, either to 
declare their intention to become citizens 
by taking out their first papers or to 
definitely register themselves with the 
proper authority as alien tourists, and 
further providing that all immigrants who 
have failed to take out their first papers 
at the ehd of two years shall be deported, 
as shall all who fail to take out their sec- 
ond papers when ghey become eligible,

Salt and Its Effects. 


VERY time a question of food 
values is taken up in this column ea 
gratifying number of letters is re- 


eeived, gratifying because they 


show how interest In these facts} — 


which will soon be common knowledge, is 
increasing. | 

There is no single food or food adjunct 
which does not justify study, since the 
use of any single food rightly or wrongly 
may determine in small or very large part 
whether we shall be abundantly healthy 
or verging unawares towards disease. 

We may study salt a moment where we 
might profitably spend hours on the sub- 
ject, for it is of enormous importance 
medically, dietetically, and industrially. 
It is not a food, but a mineral, yet it ts 
one of the most universal of food ad- 
juncts. It is used excessively by poor 
cooks and by careless eaters, as well as 
by clever food manufacturers. We pay 
a high price per pound for salt when we 
buy very salt butter, and it is the same 
with bacon, two of our most used fuel 
foods. 

Some people eat enough salt at one meal 
when celery or radishes are on the table 
to meet their blood requirements for salt 


‘{ there were no 6alt sellars for any table. 
] have none. A little salt on the bread 
and butter plate for celery or radishes, 
where it would be put anyway if shaken 
from a shaker, makes its more occasional] 
use more likely. Sherman in his book, 
“Food Products,” says: ‘“ The quanti- 
ties of salt now commonly eaten are cer- 
tainly larger than is necessary and prob- 
ably larger than desirabie."’ 

As a common household servant salt 
has many valuable uses, the leading one of 
avhich is preservative, but from the health 
standpoint too little is known about its 
eifects, and there is altogether too little 
regard for the harm or the good it may 
ao. It excites digestive secretions, as do 
tnost of the condiments, and this ts wel! 
when these are sluggish, but an excess of 
salt when these are inclined to come out

dent of the hispida rosea [hairy locust) 
and G. EB. D. asked the identification of a 
spray of Thorny Honey locust. 

The incident is an illustration of numer- 
ous romantic tales that are told, some of 
which have a basis of truth and others 
that arise like fairy tales from no one 
knows where. 

Mrs. A. B. R. writes that im the town 
where she lived there was an ever bloom- 
ing locust in their yard. She has not 
seen one like it recently. ‘This one had 
@ pink moss rose grafted on it which 
made the locust blossoms pink and the 
stems mossy just as the rose was, and 
a saweet scent. They 
bloomed all ummer which made them an 
ornament on the lawn. The blossoms were 
like great clusters of delicate sweet peas. 
I have spoken to others about it (says 
Mrs. A. E. R.) but they seem to think 
I am mistaken, but we saw the work done 
by our neighbor. He had quite a few 
trees in his yard, beth. cane aS erat 
mental.’ 

The description of the tree fits the his 
pida rosea or Hairy Locust, low and 
shrubby, which hag beautiful clear pink 
flowers in loose racemes and all parts of 


hairy. It has the color and mossy quall- 
ties by nature.

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Friend — Potted chrysanthemums 
need attention from now on. Feed them 
with liquid manure or concentrated fer- 
tillzers.

Analysis of Oil Situation. 

‘The following concerning developments 
in the present oll situation, is by a local 
gommission house; 

“Cushing production is down to 160,000 
parrels a dey at the most liberal esti- 
mate, while many producers claim 150,000 
parrels is nearer the exact figure. Owners 
of surplus oil are holding out firmly for 


Oklahoma refinery’s offer of 75 cents a 
parrel for 1,000 barrels a day for 60 days 
nas gone begging throughout the week. 
pighty-five cents a barrel is the lowest 
quotation in storage oil at Cushing at 


fhe present time. The market price of 'f 


g5 cents is for ofl run direct from the 
wells, for which the owner does not 
pave to provide storage. 

“That the upward tendency of the crude 
market will be constant for some months 
jp the opinion of experienced operators. 
During 1913 when Pennsylvania crude oil 
gold up to $2.50 and Oklahoma crude to 
$1.05, production in this country was 
048,446,230 barrels and consumption 
948,381,744 barrels. The pipe line runs 
were always slightly behind refinery de- 
mand and prices had to be advanced to 
stimulate production. 


Production Increased in 1914. 

“In 1914, mainly as a result of the de- 
velopment of the Cushing and Healdton 
pools and a large increase of output in 
north Texas and north Louisiana, produc- 
tion rose to 290,312,535 barrels, while con- 
sumption rose to 265,762,535. The growth 
in produ tion was 17 per cent while in 
consumption it was 7 per cent, leaving 
a large surplus of oil, which naturally 
declined rapidly in price. This condition 
prevailed’ in the first quarter of 1916, 
until increased refinery demand with the 
edvent of open weather revealed that the 
north Texas and north Louisiana fields 
were not keeping up their output. 

“For a time the gulf coast refineries 
were able to depend on Oklahoma for sup- 
plies but when Cushing began to decline, 
the panhandle and — coast oils were ad- 
vanced. Cushing's decline continued and 
in the first week of August the price of 
Oklahoma crude was marked up 15 cents. 
The advance did not tempt the holders 
of stored oil and as production continued 
to drop, a further advance of 10 cents 
was made last week. 


Large Operators Expect Advance. 

“The large operators at Cushing, who 
hold millions of barrels of stored oil, are 
convinced that the price will be marked 
up to $1 before the endofthe year. Their 
expectation is based on the belief that

figure, with prospects of falling 50,000 
barrels a day below it before the end of 
the year. :
